TRANSFER OF CENTRAL 


REGARDED AS FORMAL 


idea in New York Is That Southern 
Is Seeking to Get Within Law. 
Thorne and Perry Talk of 
Operating the Central as 
“Independent” Line. 


New York, June 26.—(Special.)—The 
report ciroulated in Wall street during 
the past week to the effect that the 
Southern railway was arranging to 
transfer cofitrol of the Georgia Central 
Was partly confirmed today, when it 
was formally announced by Adrian H. 
Joline, chairman of the Richmond Ter- 
minal reorganization committee, that 
the committee hds sold to Oakleigh 
Thorne and Marsden J. Perry all the 
Capital stock of the Central of Georgia 
Railway Company owned by said com- 
mittee, and which was received by that 
committee in 1894-5 upon the consum- 
mation of the Richmond Terminal] re- 
Organization, and after the reorganiza- 
tion of the Georgia Central Railroad 
and Banking Company. 

The net proceeds of the sale are to be 
paid over to the Southern Railway 
Company, which, as stated in the 
testimony given by the late President 
Spencer and now on file at Macon, was 
entitled to the financial benefit of any 
sale of the stock, though it did not as- 
sume to control the railroad. 

As part oftheir purchase Messrs. 
Thorne and Perry have declared their 
purpose to be to operate and to develop 
the gystem as an independent one for 
the benefit of its stockholders and the 
public served thereby, and accordingly 
they will, for at least two years, con- 
tinue to hold present per cent of the 
stock. 

Transfer Looked Upon as Formal. 

The sale of the Central of Georgia is 
believed to be the first step of the 
Southern Railway Company to bring 
itself within the law regarding the 
ownership of parallel and competing 
railroads. 

The transfer is looked upon as merely 
a formal one, despite the announced in- 
tention of the purchasers to operate the 
property as an independent one. It has 
been known for some time that the 
Southern Railway Company practically 
controlled the Central of Georgia rail- 
way, although the securities represent- 
ing a controlling interest have never 
appeared in the assets of the Southern. 
Sufficient stock to controk the com- 
“pany was held by interests allied with 
the Southern railway. According to the 
official records $5,000,000 was so held. 

For some days it has been rumored 
that other railroad interests and C. W. 
Morse were negotiating for & control 
of the Central of Georgia, but it is de- 
nied that Messrs. Thorne and Perry 
have been acting for.any of these in- 
terests. 

May Go to Another Railroad. 

Messrs. Thorne and Perry, it is un- 
destood, have purchased the Central] of 
Georgia stock for the purpose of turn- 
ing it over probably: to some other 
railroad interests, but it has been 
agreed as a part of the terms of pur- 
chase that the buyers will retain control 
of the property for at least two years. 
The sale was said by the Southern rail- 
way interests to be absolute. Those who 
spoke for the Southern refused to an- 
eWer categorically the question whether 
the Southern retains any option on the 
stock. Mr. Joline when asked today 
what price was paid for the stook would 
gay nothing, further than that he con- 
sidered the price was a pretty good one. 
Asked why the road had been sold at 
this time he replied: . 

“I presume the committee would have 
sold at any time, but it was not disposed 
to do so until the parties entitled to 
the financial benefit of the sale, the 
Southern railway,. wanted the property 
pold.’’ 

Officials of- the Southern raiiway 
would not comment on the statement 
by Mr. Joline nor say why the Southern 
wanted the Central of Georgia stock 
sold at this time, 

Southern Wanted Central. 


A representative of the Southern rail- 
Way interests had this to say, however, 
on this point: 

‘*The Southern railway would have 
been very glad of a chance to take over 
the Central of Georgia, which would be 
of great value to the Southern ratlway. 
It does not appear, nowever, that this 
would be any more possible during the 
next ten years than it has been during 


the last ten years.”’ 
This statement appears to indicate 
that Southern railway interests have 
become convinced that, under existing 
conditions and, especially in view of the 
scrutiny to which all railroad matters 
are subjected at this time, assumption 
of control of the Central of Georgia by 
the Southern railway was impossible, 
and that the Southern might better 
realize on its holdings,

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‘Miller and Anderson Made Gallant Stand for Felder, 


But Couldn’t Stem the Tide—Prohibi- 
tion Bill First on Calendar. 


HDRHAPS the most startling elec- 
p tion surprise that ever took place 
at the capitol was the overwhelm- 
ing victory of John W. Akin for presi- 
dent of the senate, after a contest led 
against him by the chairman of the state 
democratic executive committee, who 
was one of the leaders of the governor- 
elect’s forces, and in which contest 
Chairman Miller had the active support 
of Hon. J. Lh Anderson, who was the 
campaign manager of the governor-elect. 
It was given out some time ago that 
Chairman Miller, of the state demo- 
cratic committee, and former Chairman 
Anderson, of Governor-elect Smith's 
campaign committee, veould take 
charge of the campaign of Hon. T. 8. 
Feiuer, of Bibb, for the presidency of the 
senate. 

That at once gave color to the report 
that the administration forces were back 
of Mr. Felder, and his stock went up ac- 
cordinely. 

When the clans began to gather a few 
days ago, it developed, however, that it 
was Akin and not Felder who seemed to 
be in the lead. 

Judge Miller came up Monday morn- 
ing to assume personal ¢..arge of Mr. 
Felder’s campaign, and Hon. James L. 
Anderson assumeq charge of his head- 
quarters at the Kimball house. 

From the external evidence it appear- 
ed to be a transfer of the old head- 
quarters of the governor-elect to the 
Kimball house, and Mr. Felder’s friends 
eagerly emphasized the significance of 
the support of the state chairman and 
the former campaign manager of the 
governor-elect. 

But when called upon by members of 
the senate, the governor-elect said that 
he was “hands off'’—that Miller and An- 
derson were here on their own responsi- 
bility. and that he had other fish to fry. 
He declared that he was taking no part 
in the fight. 

At any rate, the desperate effort of 
Messrs. Miller and Anderson to stem the 
tide was unsuccessful. 

Tuesday night, after the day’s canvass, 
they stood in the vast lobby of the Kim- 
ball house like Napoleon after Waterloo, 

On Wednesday morning after a pre- 
liminary conference it was found that 
Akin had surely enough votes to win out, 
and so it was agreed that the name of 
Mr. Felder would not even be presented, 
notwithstanding that three weeks ago, 


on a betting basis, odds would have been 


five to one in his favor. 

But it is hard to get at the bottom of 
politics, and the dead sure winner of to- 
day may be the loser tomorrow. At 
least that is the, way it was with tue 
Felder forces yesterday. 

Anti-Pass and Prohibition Bill. 

The first feature of the yesterday’’s 
session of the senate, aside from the 
election of Senator Akin as president, 
was the introduction of a bill by Senator 
L. G. Hardan, of tne thirty-third dis- 
trict, to prohibit the sale of whisky in 
this state, and next a bill by Senator FE. 
Winn Born, of the thirty-fourth, to pro- 
hibit railways, telegraph,’ telephone, 
electric Hight and street railway compa- 
nies from giving passes. 

The election of the president of the 
senate was not such a lively one as 
previously expected, as Candidate Felder 
withdrew early in the morning and later 
in the day Candidate Hardman quit the 
race in favor of Senator Akin. There 
were only two nominations, they being 
Senator Akin, of the forty-second dis- 
trict, and Senator Flynt, or the twenty- 
sixth district. Senator Akin was elected 
on the first ballot, receiving 32 votes and 
his opponent 10. ; 

Hon. Charles S. Northen was reelected 
secretary of the senate by a unanimous 
vote of those present. 

Senator E. T. Steed, of the thirty- 
Seventh district, was elected president 
pro tem. without opposition. 

The other officers of the senate are as 
follows: 

Captain C. P. Hansell, assistant sec- 
retary; G. 8S. Brannon, chief clerk; 
Charles Rice, calendar clerk; Jack Speld- 
ing, Jr., messenger clerk. 

Hon. Flynn Hargett, of Harrig county, 
was elected messenger of the senate by 
a unanimous vote. 

In the doorkeeper’s race F. G. Grieve 
won, receiving 30 votes, and his oppo- 
nent, E. L. Hearn, 8. 

Rev. J. W. T. Wakins was made chap- 
lain by general consent of the body. 
Promptly at 10 o'clock Secretary North- 
en opened the senate. 

The members were sworn ih by Justice 
Lumpkin, according to districts. 

Secretary Northen called for the elec- 
tion of president. Senator Dobbs, of 
the thirty-fifth, arose, nominating Sena- 
tor John W. Akin. This was first sec- 
onded by Senator Knight, of the sixth, 
and followed by Senator Hardman, of

It is certain that a large majority 
of the members of the city executive 
committee do not favor any steps that 
will tend to get the city schools mix- 


ed up in politics, and they think that. 
of the) 


the office of superintendent 
schools should not be voted upon in 
the primary. 

If the committee does not hold an- 
other meeting, and strike the office of 
superintendent of public schools from 
the primary ballot, it is more than 
certain that the people will over- 
whelmingly vote to let the head of the 
city schools be elected by the board 
of education 
important office out of ward politics. 

Several members of the city execu- 
tive committee were communicated 
with yesterday by a representative of 
The Constitution, with the result that, 
out of fifteen, thirteen were opposed to 
the schools getting into politics, and 
favored striking that office from the 
ballot in the primary. 

An effort was made to get expres- 
sions from the entire committee, but 
a number of them were out of their 
offices, some were absent from the 
city and a few did not care to talk. 

Introduced the Resolution. 

In the first ward, T. O. Poole, the 
committeeman who introduced the 
resolution to let the voters vote on 
how certain city officials were to 
be elected, said that he was personally 
opposed to the superintendent of the 
schools remaining on the ballot, and 
he was willing for it to be erased if 
the other offices remained. J. B. 
Everett wanted the ballot to remain 
as the executive committee had acted 
upon it. 

In the second ward, M. M. Welch 
was out and out opposed to any vote 
being taken on the superintendent of 
the schools. Walter R. Brown did not 
wish the list changed. 

In the third ward, Dan’ Gavaghan 
thought the office of the superintend- 
ent of the schools should be left off 
the ballot. P. G. Keeney was of the 
same opinion. 

In the fourth ward, B. Lee Smith 
was most emphatic in desiring the 
office of school superintendent left off. 


All Four of One Opinion. 

All four representatives of the fifth 
ward—M. C. Strickland, W. M. Pharr, 
A. C. Gann and W. B. Archer—were 
opposed to any election being held 
that would take in the head of the 
public schools. They desired that 
office left entirely off the ticket. 

In the sixth ward, W. M. Crumley 
and J. F. Lewis both expressed them- 
selves as opposed to any step that 
would get the schools into politics, 
and believed it was unnecessary and 
unwise to have a vote taken on that 
office. ; 

In the seventh ward, G. J. Dallas 
and Charles H. Evans both were 
against leaving the office of school 
superintendent on the primary ballot. 

The only two members of the com- 
mittee out of the fifteen tmterviewed 
who were in favor of a vote being 
taken on the superintendent of public 
schools were Walter R. Brown, of the 
second ward, and J. B. Everett, of the 
first ward. 

Of the seventeen members of the 
committee who could not be seen it 
is believed that fully fifteen of them 
will line up with the thirteen who 
wish no. vote taken on the school su- 
perintendent, making a total of

Witness Davis Contradicts State

Boise, Idaho, June 26.—William F.

Cross-Examination Severe. 

The cross-examination of Davis by 
Senator Borah was severe and search- 
ing and was chiefly devoted, as far as 
it proceeded, to the Bunker Hill and 
Sullivan affair and the circumstances 
under which Orchard made threat 
against Steunenberf. Davis asserted 
that he remained at Gem the day the 
Bunker Hill was blown up, and while 
he said he saw the train in charge of 
the masked mob arrive at and depart 
from Gem, he could not name any one 
on the train except the engineer, Hut- 
ton.

ople. Providence has biessed us. Our 
aws are just. The knowledge that per- 
B0n and property are secure has helped 
to enhance values and stimulate new 
enterprises. Georgia has a low tax rate, 
‘and hes, credit is high. Voluntary re- 
turns of the taxpayers continue to swell 
the digest and make edsy the gathering 
of funds ne for the expenses of 
government; n has this led to ex- 
travaganee, for the state departments 
and public tnstitutions, though well 
supported, have been economically ad- 
ministered, and the people have not 


been burdened with heavy ‘faxation. 


The last four years, 2s shown by the 


,VOluntary returns of the citizens, have 
' Deen the most prosperous years within

the state’s history. Credit for this cén- 
dition is due to no one man, nor to any 
one body of men, Our entire country in 
the main has been prosperous, and that 
which has made Georgia forge ahead of 
other states is attributable more largely 
to her splendid citizenship than to 
any other cause.

| marked the commencement of a new era 


in the Interest which the business men 
of the state will take in general educa- 
tional affairs. The resolutions unani- 
mously adopted by the conference after 
thorough discussion, cover the funda- 
mental needs of our educational system 
and make the following recommenda- 
tions, which I think are not only de- 
serving the approval of business men, 
but of all the people, viz: 

|. Larger funds. 

2. The securing of trained and effi- 
clent teachers, and the payment to them, 
regularly, of living salaries, at least. 

3. Better local and state supervision. 

4. Vital connection between: our ele- 
mentary schools and ‘our higher institu- 


| tilone. , 


5. Proper support of the district agri- 
cultural schools. 

The last two propositions have been 
heretofore discussed approvingly in this 
message, and the first three I wish to 
commend most heartily to your favor- 
able consideration. 

The very foundation of our system is 
the common schools, hence these are de- 
serving of, and should receive, your first 
consideration. Larger funds and living 
Salarieg to teachers are absolute essen- 
tials. Many counties acting wisely have 
taken advantake of the local tax law 
enacted by the last general assembly and 
are now giving their childqagm longer 
terms, and the teachers better salaries, 
and their schools are having a much 
larger attendance than previously. These 
counties, as well as those which have not 
adopted the local] tax law, should re- 
ceive sufficient funds from the state to 
operate the school five months each year, 
and to enable them to pay the teachers 
fair salaries with the same regularity 
with which other officers are paid. In 
order to meet the increase in schoo! 
population the first necessary step will 
be, commencing with 1908, to increase 
the appropriation to the common school 
fund at least $100,000 annually for two 
or three years. This can be done with- 
out raising the tax rate, provided the 
tax returns of 1908 show approximately 
the same increase as for the last seév- 
eral years. The loss Of the fertilizer and 
oil fees to the common school fund is 


| an additional reason for this increased 


appropriation. 
One of the great evils of our preset 


'system is the failure of the law to pro- 


vide for the prompt payment of the 
teachers’ salaries when the same have 
been earned and are due. Several solu- 
tions have been suggested, but as yt 
none has been enacted into law. Oas 
of two things is necessary to remedy 
this evil. A surplus must be accumu 
lated in the treasury for the purpose of 
meeting the spring and summer pav- 
ments, and that surplus secured to such 
use as by constitutional amendment for- 
bidding its application otherwise, or, the 
scholastic year must be changed from 
the calendar year so that it shall her«- 
after extend from September ! to Al- 
gust 31. The latter plan has always 
appeared to me as more practicable, anf 
more in harmony with what I conside- 
the proper management of government 1) 
affairs. The former, or any other plin 
that does not change the scholastic year, 
is objectionable, t for no other reaso”, 
on the ground that it is contrary to 
sound policy to create a surplus fund 1 
be held perpetually. In. presenting this 
question to your predecessors in my mes- 
sage of June 27, 1906, I stated: ‘Such 
a change, after two years, would pra:- 
tically settle the question of paying th- 
teachers their salaries when due. Tn2 
first eight months of next vear might be 
made a special scholastic vear, and have 
apportioned to it an equitable share of 
the fund gpt apart for 1907. In addi- 
tion to accomplishing the desired resu,: 
of enabling school officials to arrang= 
for the prompt myment of salaric:;

the proceeds of.its sale Would have to go to the Southern railway. But now 
it seems we are going to. have to make new acquaintances. This is disap- 
pointing coming at a time when we thought we knew where we were at. 

So far as we have been able to learn, Mr. Perry and Mr. Thorne have 
never been heard of in the railroad worid, unless it be they own some other 
shares of stock. But it is announced that they Have bought the Central’s 
stock, and we must take it for granted, at least, that a sale and purehase 
have been made. r 

Coupled with the announcement of the sale comes the ‘S*tatement from 
Messrs. Perry and Thorne that they propose to operate the property as an 
independent system in the interests of its stockholders and the people whom 
it serves. That is what the old holding committee used ‘to say; it is a state- 
ment with a familiar ring. ' 

The people of Georgia would like to know more of these two men who 
have come suddenly into control .of a $45,000,000 property in which they are 
So Vitally interested. There is opportunity for us to hold closer communion 
with them and learn first hand something about their plans, their purposes 
and their alliances—if they have any. 

Is this sale clearly intended as an evasion of the Georgia constitutional 
provision against. such combination of competing lines as that of the Central 


and the Southern? And is this step simply a substitution of holding com- 
mittees? 


Here is an opportunity for the legislature to take hold and find out 
whether this as a bona fide transaction or simply a huge joke. Let’s invite 
Messrs. Perry and Thorne down to tell us all they know about it—to tell us 
if they will, whether they have entered into an offensive or a duteantve 
alllance—offensive to the people of Georgia, or just simply defensive of the 
Southern railway’s interests. Surely; as the purchasers of the greatest 


semi-public corporation property in the state they can’t refuse to come and 
talk to us about it. :

SENATOR HARDMAN’S BILL 
FOR STATE PROHIBITION 


ILL No. ! of the senate, intro- 
BR duced by Dr. L. G. Hardman, 

senator from the _ thirty-third 
district, in which the question of pro- 
hibition in the state of Georgia arises, 
caused quite a great deal of comment 
in legislative circles yesterday, 
great many of the wiseacres vouch 
that’ it will pass the senatorial body 
like a whirlwind, without objection. 
Others claim it will meet with oppo- 
sition. 

Hardly had the senate become or- 
ganized for business yesterday morn- 
ing, when Dr. Hardman arose and 
stated he had a bill to introduce. It 
was then read. The text is as fol- 
lows: 

“An act to prohibit the sale, barter, 
or giving away to induce trade, or 
furnishing at public places, of. any 
alcoholic, spirituous, mait,; or intoxi- 
cating liquors, or intoxicating bitters, 
or other drinks, which if drunk to 
excess will produce intoxication, 
for other purposes. 

“Be it enacted by the general

Cochran, Ga., June 26.—(Special.)— 
The following resolutions by the Bar- 
low local of the Farmers’ Wnion were 
passed at the last meeting: 

“Resolved, That we, as members of 
the Farmers’ Union, do not believe that 
foreign immigration is now nor ever 
can be conducive of any good results 
to this country; least of all to the 
farmers. - . Our motto, let the 
population of America be Americans; 
let the population of Georgia be 
Georgians. We do not believe in a 
mixed nationality.

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HOLMES. DENIES 


COTTON LEAKING 


Accused Man Takes Stand 
in His Own Behalf 


THEODORE PRICE MENTIONED 


Letters From Price Are Read to Con- 
tradict the Evidence Given by 
Van Riper—Story of Van 
Riper Declared to Be a 
Tissue of Lies. 


Washington, June 26.—At the begin- 
ning of today’s sitting of the criminal 
court in the ‘cotton leak’’ case against 
from Associate Statistician Holmes, 
Judge Stafford announced his decision 
overruling the motion made by Holmes’ 
counsel that the court direct the jury to 
bring in a verdict of acquittal on the 
ground that there is no law covering the 
Offense. Judge Stafford based his de- 
cision on the ground that the evidence 
tends to support the allegation of the in- 
dictment and that the indictment is in 
accordance with law. 

Judge Worthington then briefly out- 
lined the case for the defense, saying 
principally that it would be shown that 
the testimony given by Witness Van 
Riper, the chief reliance of the govern- 
ment, had been ‘a tissue of lies,’’ be- 
cause Mr. Holmes had never entered into 
the conspiracy. Furthermore, it would 
De shown that even if he had given the 
information he had not violated any law, 
because he had not given out any real 
information, but only an Opinion. 
Business Men Vouch for Holmes. 


A number of Washington business men 
were called and questioned as to the per- 
sonal and business standing of Holmes. 
Some of them’said they had known him 
for twenty-five or thirty years and all 
declared his reputation to be good. 

Charles W. Steers, a notary public, 
testified that he had taken Holmes’ ac- 
knowledgement of a deed conveying to 
Van Riper his interest in the Idaho 
mine. 

Holmes was then called and interro- 
gated ag to the facts relative to the 
transactions leading to Holmes’ dis- 
charge from the position of associate 
statistician and his subsequent arrest. 

He was first questioned concerning his 
relations with Cotton Broker T. H, 
Price, of New York, whom he first met 
at the agricultural department in 1903. 
The first interview, Holmes said, Price 
had discussed the cotton crop, predicting 
a large yield, but nothing else had taken 
place. Later, in March or April, 1905, 
Price had written a letter to Hyde ask- 
ing him to recommend some One to take 
charge of his (Price’s) statistica] work. 
On the strength of this letter, Hyde, 
Holmes and White had entered into a 
tentative agreement to resign their re- 
spective offices and go to New York 
and enter upon the publication of a crop 
report on condition -that they secure 
Price's backing. 

Matter Presented to Price. 


The witness and Hyde had presented 
the matter to Price and it was still pend- 
ing in June when Hyde and Holmes 
severed their connection with the agri- 
cultural department. Letters from Price 
were read to show that the broker had 
made a strenuous effort to have the cot- 
ton report for December, 1903, show 4 
large yield, whereas Van Riper had said 
that Price’s concern was to have it made 
small, 

The witness related the details of the 
sale of his Idaho mining interest to Van 
Riper in 1904, saying that he had been 
introduced by Peckham to Van Riper 
“as a remarkably rich man,’ who was 
dealing in mining claims. He said that 
he had first given Van Riper an option 
on the property and when asked what 
had become of that option, the witness 
replied that he had handed it to Peck- 
ham. The prosecution there demanded 
that Peckham be summoned ag @ WiLNCS5s 
to produce the document, and @ contro- 
versy arose. as to whether he could ap- 
pear to give his testimony without ref- 
dering himself subject to arrest under 
the indictment charging him with being 
a coconsprator with Holmes. The point 
was not decided. 

THAT IDAHO MINE. 

Holmes said that he had received 
$73,000 for his interest in the jdahvu 
mine, but that at Van Ripers request 
the consideration had been fixed in 
the deed at $40,000. He said he nad re- 
fused to accept an interest in Van 
Riper’s brokerage business because of 
his discovery that the firm expected to 
deal in commodities affected by the 
crop reports. He had then torn up the 
transfer document and thrown the 
pieces in Van Riper’s waste basket, 
This was the witness’ explanation of 
the existence of the scraps of paper 
which Van Riper fished out of the 
waste basket and pasted together. 
Holmes explained a joint photograph 
of himself, Peckham and Haas taken 
at Atlantic city in .1904 in which 
Holmes’ head was missing and which 
was endorsed “G. T. Q. C.”" He said 
the writing was by Peckham, who was 
quite a ‘joker and the letters stood 
for the “Get There Quick Club.” It 
was explained that the decapitation of 
Holmes in the picture was meant to be 
symbolical of his fate as an office- 
holder. 

No Signals Used. 

“T neither signaled nor attempted to 
signal to Haws nor to any one else at 
any time the condition of the crop 
report,” said Holmes in reply to a 
question concerning Van Riper’s testi- 
mony to the effect that he had agreed 
to do so and arrange the window 
shades as- to indicate the situation. 
He also said that the crop reports 
from the field upon which the depart- 
ment’s finals is predicated were not 
cpened until the day of the promulga- 
tion of the official statement, render- 
ing it impossible to secure accurate 
information prior to that date. He 
also said that newspaper reports and 
private estimates were allowed to have 
an influence with the statistician in 
agreeing upon the final figures. He 
had always given his best judgment 
in the preparation of the reports, he 
declared, but never had any motive 
except to get the most accurate re- 
sults. He added that there never had 
been a time from September, 1904, to 
January, 1905, when he had advance 
information concerning the state and 
special reports. 

Court then adjourned for the day.
